The fnil- 
lire of road overso rs to keep their 
roads in proper condition will be in- 
vestigated by the grand Jury. In 
c peaking along this line the other 
day County Judge J. T. Webb said 
"the law has been (hanged by th 
legislature and the grand Jury now 
h s Jurisdiction to indict all road ov- 
eraeers who fall to keep their roads 
in first class traveling order, and 
who neglect to keep ditches on both 
sides of the roads open and who fall 
to repair the abultmc-nts to their 
bridges oc keep up their culverts or 
neglec t their roads in nuy other way. 
The penalty for the violation is not 
less than $ 10 , or more than $ 100 .” 
Judge Webb is a great believer in 
good roads ami lias exerted bis ev- 
ry effort to thut end. On the ques- 
'tlon he further said: "II has been 
impossible for the county Judge and 
magistrates to get the road overseers 
to pay any attention at all to the 
roads. All road overseers, who full 
to g-t tlielr roads In first class eon- 
tlillon In every respect between now 
and the November term of circuit 
court may depend on being Indicted 
by tbe next grand Jury."

Under our 
form of government political parties 
are necessary, for it Is through them 
they can come to agreements on pub- 
lic questions and announce thMr

Property owners feel the oppres- 
sion of high taxes in Paducah as no. 
where else In the state. If a building 
In the city that rost $50,000, and 
was assessed at the proper value, 
yielded an Income of $2,000 a year 
In rentals, about $1,200 or $1,400 of 
this would have to be paid In city, 
county and state taxes, leaving the 
owners only abont $000 a year on 
the Investment, out of which would 
have to be paid the rost of repairs, 
insurance and other necessary ex- 
penses. We can't expect to build up 
a city with handsome, substantial 
buildings, when such a slate of af- 
fairs exists. It forces property own- 
ers to dodge taxes, grossly under- 
nssess property and thus Increase the 
burden on others, or lose money. 

And why? 

Berause thousands of dollars are 
ruthlessly and wantonly squandered 
every year by the elty and county 
There are scores of ways In which to 
reduce expenses without the people's 
being subjected to hardships, or de- 
prived of any of the few benefits th y 
now get for the money they are com 
polled to pay in taxes. The trouble 
is the city administration does not 
desire to stop the extravagance, be- 
cause a few are getting the benefit 
of it, and they will continue to get 
the benefit of it as long as the clique 
remains in power. 

The voters should think about 
Ihese things, for they mean much to 
them and their families. The city Is 
in the hands of a few selfish men. 
and the only way to extricate It Is 
hy voting these men out of office. 

It will soon be time for the voters 
to decide.

Tradition That They tiny lie Keen 
Prom Hi >1 1 it n. of Xlinft. 

Are the stars visible to ordinary 
alglit in the daytime? There Is a wide- 
spread tradition that they are; (lint if 
an observer places himself at the lint- 
toui of any deep shaft as of a uil tie, a 
well or a factory chimney which may 
shut off scattered light and reduce the 
area of sky Illumination acting on tiie 
retina, lie will be able to discern the 
brighter stars without difficulty. The 
tradition Is one of u respectable » ti- 
tlqtiity, for Aristotle refers to persons 
seeing stars in daylight when looking 
out from caverns of subterranean 
reservoir*, and Pliny ascribes to deep 
wells u similar power of rendering 
visible the stars, the light of u lii.il 
would otherwise lie lost in the over- 
powering splendor of the solar ray*. 

The tradition, well founded or not. 
lias often been adopted for literary 
effect. It seems almost sacrilegious to 
hint that no star known to astronomer* 
could have shone down unceasingly up- 
on poor Stephen Blackpool dining his 
seven days and nights of agony ut the 
bottom of the Old Hell shaft: that at 
the tiest lie could only have caught a 
glimpse of it for n few minute* in each 
twenty-four hours us It passed across 
the zenith. Dlckeus, Indeed. dues not 
absolutely say that Stephen watched 
the star by daylight, it is only a 
natural Inference from Ills description, 
but Kipling adopts t lit.* tradition In its 
cxtrcincst form when he writes of - 

The gorge that shows the sti rs at noon- 
day clear. 

t 

But is the tradition true? Of course 
every one knows that Venus from time 
to time may Is* seen even at high noon, 
tint then Venus ut her brightest is 
many times over blighter than Sirius. 
Then, lignin, the assistance of a tele- 
scope enable* Die brighter stars to lie 
discerned at midday, blit Die telescope 
not only directs the eye uud greatly 
limits the area from which the sky- 
light readies tlu observer, but it enor- 
mously increases the brightness of the 
star relative to that sky illumination. 
The naked eye observation <|f true stars 
in full siiuliglit stands in quite a differ- 
ent category. 

1 1 iiiniMtl.lt. who was much Interest- 
ed 111 the question, repesledjj tried tic 
experiment, both in Siberia and in 
America, and not only failed himself 
ever to detect a star, but never cnino 
across nny one who had atieccedod. 
Much more recently an American as- 
tronomer set tip a tube for the ex- 
press purpose of seeing the Pleiades 

hy daylight, also with It 

has been supposed that Fluinsteed. th*> 
first astronomer royal, sank a well at 
Greenwich observatory for tile pur| o* • 
of observing Gamma Drneiuiis. the 
zenith star of Greenwich, in tlii-. nr li- 
ner. 

The existence of the well is undoubt- 
ed, though Sir George Airy, the late 
astronomer royal, was unable to Mud 
it, but Flamsteed marks it on more 
tiinii one of Ills plans of the obs- ivn- 
tor.v, and thdre is a drawing extant 
of the well itself, showing the spiral 
staircase Dint run down it. Itut its 
purpose seems to have been n t to 
have furnished the means of observ- 
ing the star witli the naked eye, lull 
to enable the observer to measure, as 
accurately as possible, the distance of 
tiie star from the trite zenith at the 
moment of transit. 

Sir John lleraehel mentions a cas 
which lie considers ns satisfncli.cv e,l- 
dence, of an optician wh i st tied tin t 
t lit* earliest circumstance that drew h - 
attention to astronomy “was t lie r>- ■ 
ular appearance at a certain hour for 
several successive days of ii cui-i l 
entitle star through the shaft of a 
chimney.” This, it will Is- notice I. Is 
second Igind evidence. I have never 
been able to obtain evidence even s i 
direct ns this myself, th iuuii ! liar- 
met several persons who f<'k quite cm 
n.leiit Dint they had se n stars by day 
light on looking up the shaft < f I 
mine, or that "some one hud told them 
he had dona # 0 .”- Knowledge.

It has been suggested, as the city 
does not desire to purchase the 
school building at Fifth and Kentuc- 
ky avenue for a city ball, that the 
county sell the court house for n 
school and buy the school property 
for a court house.
